Hostage Rescued Unharmed 
Sniper's Bullet Ends Kidnap Chase 


CORONA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Richard Lee Driskill, 22, who 
led police on a 400 mile chase 
at speeds up to 100 mph 
through central and Southern 
California and held a terrified 
teen-age girl hostage, was kil­ 
led Sunday by a marksman 
as he tried to talk his way out 
of a ring of police cars. 
The hostage, Debra Brazil, 
16, was rescued unharmed. 
Driskill was shot to death 
as he held the girl at gun­ 
point in an orange grove. He 
was shot by a construction su­ 
pervisor, Richard A. Godfrey, 
41, a reserve policeman in Co­ 
rona. Godfrey, a ruddy-faced 
sharpshooter, picked Driskill 
off using a telescopic sights 
on his high powered rifle fir­ 
ing through the closed car 
window. 
Miss Brazil, who had ut­ 
tered no sound during the 
hours of confrontations be­ 
tween Driskill and police, was 
dragged from the car scream­ 
ing hysterically.

Quoting from a wide ra nge 
of commentators and philoso­ 
phers ranging from Walter 
Lippmann to Thomas Jeffer­ 
son, Romney said under pre­

“right too soon.” 
“I’m a living example at 
the fact that you can’t afford 
to be right too soon and win,” 
he said. “ If you go back to 
my record on Vietnam you 
will see I was right. But even 
the press didn’t understand 
my positions well enough to 
report them so I was washed 
out.”

Eight No w on Ban d wag o n 
More Sta te s Turn to Lotteries 
As Painless Wa y To Ge t Funds 


(Commentary )

Faced with tax p ay er rev olts 
against higher income, sales 
and p rop erty tax es, an in­ 
creasing nu mber of states are 
resorting to lotteries as a 
“p ainless” way of raising mo­ 
ney . 
Mary land v oters ap p rov ed a 
state lottery in a recent refe­ 
rendu m. That mak es eight 
states which hav e climbed on 
the lottery bandwagon. New 
Hamp shire was the first. 
New Hamp shire’s 
lottery 
was lau nched in 1964 with 
tick ets p riced at 50 cents 
each, and week ly drawings 
for p rizes. Abou t half the tak e 
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from tick et sales is p arceled 
ou t among winners. The other 
half help s finance the state 
school sy stem. 
With v ariou s modifications, 
the New Hamp shire sy stem 
su bseq u ently was adop ted by 
New York , New Jersey , Pen­ 
nsy lv ania, 
Massachu setts, 
Connecticu t 
and 
Michigan. 
Now Mary land. 
In at least a dozen other 
states, lottery p rop osals are 
in v ariou s stages of p lanning 
or legislativ e stu dy , and it’s a - 
good bet that sev eral of them 
will be getting into the gambl­ 
ing bu siness soon. 
Althou gh lotteries are not a 
magic cu re-all for the crisis 
in state finances, they can 
bring in su bstantial su ms of 
money . New York state has 
rak ed in a p rofit of abou t $170 
million on its lottery since it 
began fiv e y ears ago. 
New Jersey took In $100 
million for its schools du ring 
the first 18 months of its state 
lottery . It ex p ects ta increase 
the tak e considerably nex t 
y ear becau se it has begu n 
hav ing lottery drawings on a 
daily basis. 
Op p onents of the fast-grow­ 
ing trend toward official lot­ 
teries assert that these op er­ 
ations differ v ery little from 
the illegal nu mbers rack et. 
The tick ets are relativ ely 
cheap , the p ay off is relativ ely 
small, and they say a large 
p ercentage of the tick et bu y ­ 
ers are p oor p eop le who can 
ill afford to waste ev en 50 
cents a week on a long-shot 
d r e a m of getting 
rich 
ov ernight. 
Prop onents of lotteries re­ 
p ly that they are simp ly tap ­ 
p ing, for wholesome social 
p u rp oses su ch as edu cation, 
money that wou ld otherwise 
be sip honed off by u nderworld 
gambling sy ndicates throu gh 
the nu mbers rack et. 
By legalizing betting that 
large nu mbers of p eop le seem 
determined to do any way , 
p rop onents argu e, state lot­ 
teries redu ce the income and 
p ower of organized crime and 
eliminate a major sou rce of 


p olice corru p tion. 
It is dou btfu l whether these 
p ro-and-con argu ments really 
decide the lottery issu e in any 
state. 
The big thing that mak es 
lotteries attractiv e to state of­ 
ficials is that they offer a 
way of increasing rev enu e 
withou t raising tax es. And a 
lot of tax p ay ers fav or them 
for the same reason, ev en 
thou gh they p ersonally might 
nev er bu y a lottery tick et.

Not that Boeing is getting 
ou t of the airp lane-bu ilding 
bu siness which accou nted for 
most of its $1.8 billion in sales 
for the first nine months of 
1972. 
What it is doing is p u tting 
its technical k now-how to 
work ii| other fields. 
According to Boeing Vice 
President 
Oliv er 
Boileau , 
Boeing’s new strategy can be 
su mmed u p in one word: Di­ 
v ersification. 
If Boeing’s p lans go accord­ 
ing to schedu le, by 1982 one 
fou rth of the comp any ’s bu si­ 
ness will come from p rodu cts 
other than airp lanes, Boileau 
said. 
The reason for the change? 
Simp le economics. 
As the nation’s top bu ilder 
of commercial airliners, the 
giant of the aerosp ace in­ 
du stry , Boeing has su ffered 
from the boom and bu st 
cy cles which p lagu e the in­ 
du stry . 
After 1970 when the airlines 
ex p erienced their greatest los­ 
ses in history and Congress 
scrap p ed the Boeing contract 
to bu ild a su p ersonic trans­ 
p ort (SST), Boeing began in­ 
v estigating new fields where 
it cou ld u se its design and en­ 
gineering p ersonnel. 
One of the first of the new 
p rojects actu ally grew on 
100,000 acres of land that 
Boeing leased from the state 
of Oregon originally as a jet 
engine test site. 
Known as the Boardman 
p roject, Boeing now is try ing 
to tu rn the 12-mile sq u are 
block of land into a booming 
indu strial agricu ltu ral site. 
With a $1 million inv est­ 
ment, Boeing has irrigated 
p art of the acreage and is 
fertilizing it in a way which 
help s the city of Portland 
LAS VEGAS 
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solv e one of its growing p rob­ 
lems. Garbage is hau led by 
Boeing from Portland to the 
Boardman site at the rate of 
2,000 tons a day and sp read 
ov er the semi-arid land. 
Parts of the land already 
hav e been u sed to harv est 
crop s and other sections are 
leased for grazing, Boileau 
said. 
Ev entu ally , 50,000 acres will 
be p laced u nder irrigation for 
crop s and grazing. With the 
l a nd in the dev elop ment 
stage, Boeing now hop es to 
woo indu strial p lants to the 
area, ranging from p ack ing­ 
hou ses and canneries to a 
nu clear p ower p lant. 
Wh i l e Boeing p ersonnel 
were farming in Oregon, oth­ 
ers were bu ilding a p eop le- 
mov er in Morgantown, W.Va. 
Boeing signed a $37 million 
contract in 1971 with the 
Transp ortation Dep artment to 
connect the bu siness district 
of Morgantown with an ou tly - 


ing camp u s of West Virginia 
Univ ersity v ia a rap id transit 
sy stem. 
Pu t into op eration in Octo­ 
ber, the comp u terized 2 1-4 
m i l e s y s t e m cou ld be 
Boeing’s op ening wedge in the 
mass transit field, an area 
ex p erts hav e long claimed ae­ 
rosp ace k nowledge cou ld be 
p u t to wider u se. 
Boeing also is offering u n­ 
der its div ersification p ro­ 
gram a high-sp eed commer­ 
cial hy drofoil, for u se as 
transp ortation for commu ters 
in congested cities with wa­ 
terway s, as well as for tou rist 
du ty .

I have alway s been wary of sociology , sociologists and that 
vague and highly suspect field called “ the social sciences.” 
ThB phrase is a contradiction in terms. The minute y ou say 
“ social” (having to do with people), the word “ science” flies 


out the window. 
It was with some relish, then, that I read recently of an 
anti-sociologist sociologist from Britain with the improbable 
name of Stanislav Andreski, professor of sociology at Reading 
Universit y , who has written a book, “ Social Sciences as Sorce­ 
ry ',” which attacks his fellow sociologists, especially the promi­ 
nent, internationally known and respected luminaries in the 
field. He doesn’t bite the hand that feeds him — he goes for 
the jugular. 
He charges the rapidly proliferating ranks of social scient­ 
ists with writing more and more about less and less. Their 
work, he say s, is boring, pseudoscientific, misleading and tri­ 
vial — “ ponderous statements of the obvious.” He finds par­ 
ticularly revolting the “ voluntaristic theory of action” of the 
patriarch of sociologists, Talcott Parsons, whom he accuses of 
“ monumental muddieheadedness.” Parsons contends that to 
understand behavior, one must understand men’s wishes, be­ 
liefs and resources, which, Andreski asserts, was well known 
in the Paleolithic Age, though I doubt if he was there. I guess 
this is what is called research. 
Our sour-ball sociologist sails into such venerated moguls of 
sociology as Paul Lazarsfeld and Harvard’s B.F. Skinner. He 
evens finds Freud, Adler and J ung wanting. (“ We are left in a 
void between quantified trivialities and fascinating but fairly 
undisciplined flights of fantasy .” ) Much the worst kind. 
Bantering about such glottal stoppers as “ manipulative tech­ 
niques of human goal attainment” and “ cultural-level sy mbolic 
processes ” Andreski propounds that really significant traits of 
people can never be measured, and that most of what can be 
counted and tabulated is inconsequential.

health fanatic because I like 
to keep a check on things, but 
it has paid off. I am 83 y ears 
old, six feet tall, weight 153 
pounds, Chest 31, waist 33, 
blood pressure 134-76 and all 
of my health records are 
pretty good. 
On my last ex amination my 
cholesterol was 238 which I 
know is not necessarily high 
but it is higher than 1 want it 
to be. Since then 1 have cut 
down on a lot of things-eggs, 
cheese. 1 Have been a great 
lover of eggs and breakfast 
just doesn’t seem right with­ 
out them, I want to ask, and 
y ou might want to answer in 
y our column since people are 
interested in eggs, what y ou 
think about my program. For 
breakfast 1 use three eggs, 
throwing two of the y olks 
awav and either fry ing the 


large egg or scrambling it in 
safflower oil. Will the lecithin 
in three whites offset the cho­ 
lesterol in the y olk? 
Pear Reader-First things 
first Your blood cholesterol 
level would 
be 
considered 
normal by many people al­ 
though it is true that the lo­ 
wer it is the less likelihood 
one has of developing blo­ 
ckage of their arteries with 
fatty deposits. A single cho­ 
lesterol reading doesn’t mean 
too much since it can fluc­ 
tuate. When a person is under 
stress it will occasionally be 
elevated and return to normal 
after the stress has abated. 
Several 
determinations 
are 
necessary to get a good idea 
of the actual cholesterol level. 
About eggs, the American 
Heart Assn. diet reco mmends 
no more than three egg y olks 
a week including those hi 


cooking. 
The 
Inter-Society 
Commission on Heart Dll 
e a s e ’ s recommendation is 
that y ou shouldn’t get more 
than 300 milligrams of cho­ 
lesterol a day in y our diet 
and eggs have from 223 to 275 
milligrams. If a person ha» a 
low 
blood 
cholesterol 
and 
stay s lean as y ou have per­ 
haps this is less important. 
Many authorities would feel- 
that keeping 
y our 
weight 
down and y our fat intake down 
are equally or more Impor­ 
tant than the amount of cho­ 
lesterol in y our diet. 


I talked to Dr. Jerimiah 
Stamier in Chicago who haa 
done much of the pioneer 
research in cholesterol as re­ 
lated to atherosclerosis.. Spe­ 
cifically , 1 asked him about 
the lecithin question which 
many readers keep asking 


about. The idee originally , 
was that lecithin by produc­ 
ing » ome soluble factor» In 
the blood would help keep the 
cholesterol and fat particle» 
in solution and prevent ath­ 
erosclerosis, 
Unfortunately 
when this wa» tested ex pe­ 
rimentally It didn't work that 
w a y . 
Lecithin from any 
source ha» not been found to 
do any thing to keep the blood 
cholesterol level down or to 
prevent atherosclerosis. 


I would also like to take 
this opportunity to u» e y ou as 
art ex ample of what can be 
done. Despite y our height, 
y ou have not picked up an ap­ 
preciable quantity of weight 
as attested by y our waistline 
and chest measurements. The 
y outhful looking photograph 
y ou enclosed of y ourself is 
testimony of what can be 


done with good living habits.

—More than 2,500 house­ 
holds are overcrowded. 
—Some 3,000 poverty-level 
families out of 3,819 must pay 
more for shelter than they 
can afford (20 per cent of in­ 
come, according to recently 
accepted standards). 
-M ore than 8,7 00 Pomona 
families are eligible for pub­ 
lic housing, but no publicly 
developed low-income housing 
has been built in Los Angeles 
County since the adoption of 
Article 34 of the California 
Constitution, requiring elec­ 
toral approval of such pro­ 
jects. 
— T h e s e same families 
would also be eligible for as­ 
sistance under rent supple­ 
ment programs. City approv al 
is required, but Pomon a’s 


City Cou n cil has repeatedly 
an d formally rejected su ch 
plan s. 
“The report is so in accu ­ 
rate an d has so man y in con ­ 
sisten cies, it isn ’t goin g to be 
helpfu l to an y on e,” Lampman 
asserted. 
“We had hoped they (the 
researchers) cou ld hav e come 
u p with a report that wou ld 
hav e prov en ben eficial for the 
lower-in come 
families, 
bu t 
this isn ’t the case,” Lam­ 
pman said. “The report is so 
poorly 
don e, 
the 
colleges 
shou ld be criticized for giv in g 
credit.” 
Althou gh the city has been 
workin g on the dev elopmen t 
of hou sin g goals, the report 
states, “the opportu n ity for 
the hou sin g goals to be real­ 
ized is 
heav ily 
depen den t 
u pon the action s of the City 
Cou n cil. The cou n cil’s record 
to date offers little cau se for 
optimism.” 
The report say s person al in ­ 
terv iews were con du cted in 
Jan u ary 1971 an d “rev ealed 
t h a t t h e elected 
repre­ 
sen tativ es of Pomon a feel 
that by prov idin g more low- 
in come hou sin g, the city will 
attract ev en more low-in come, 
possibly black, people, there­ 
by 
acceleratin g 
the 
white 
flight.” 
“If 
n o 
n ew 
low-in come 
hou sin g is av ailable, these 
represen tativ es hoped that n o 
more poor people will mov e 
in to Pomon a. This argu men t 
is seen as the city policy -ma­ 
kers* ration alization for doin g 
little or n othin g to allev iate 
the low-in come hou sin g prob­ 
lem.” 
The report n oted cou n cil 
adoption in May 
1970 of Reso­ 
lu tion 7 0-118 opposin g Section 
236 of the Nation al Hou sin g 
Act, gov ern in g priv ately -de­ 
v eloped, mu ltiple-family u n its 
researchers say cou ld ha\e 


ben efited 9,600 families. 
The resolu tion said su ch a 
hou sin g program cou ld at­ 
tract n ew low-in come families 
in stead of giv in g preceden ce 
to cu rren t residen ts, wou ld 
n ot “create in cen tiv e for in di­ 
v idu als of low in come to u p­ 
grade their econ omic statu s” 
an d “in v olv es the federal gov ­ 
ern men t in people’s priv ate 
liv es.” 
Althou gh n ot legally bin ­ 
din g, the report con tin u es, 
copies of the resolu tion were 
mailed by the plan n in g de­ 
partmen t in respon se to in ­ 
qu iries by prospectiv e dev el- 
o p e r s , 
effectiv ely 
dis­ 
cou ragin g an y su ch con stru c­ 
tion in the city . 
On the positiv e side, the re­ 
port con tin u es, “the city re­ 
qu ested approv al from the 
Los An geles Hou sin g Au thor­ 
ity to con tract for 150 dwell­ 
in gs u n der Section 23, Leased 
H o u s i n g program. Au thor­ 
ization was giv en for 100, with 
an in itial 25 to hav e been 
av ailable Ju n e 30, 1972; on ly 
10 or 11 are occu pied to 
date.” 
“This is u n likely to hav e 
mu ch impact on the 10,200 fa­ 
milies who cou ld u tilize these 
u n its.” 
The report was prepared by

It will be a long time before two men jump the 
gun on deer season in Meigs County , Ohio. 
A judee there fined one of them S500, gav e him a 
fiv e-month suspended jail sentence and rev oked his 
hunting rights for 15 y ears for hunting deer out of 
season. 
The other got oft slightly easier—$100 fine, four 
month suspended sentence and hunting rights denied 
for 12 y ears. 
The punishments, while stiff, were not ex tra ordi- 
narily so. Hunting laws in most parts of the country 
cerrv prettv strong sanctions and judges don t hesi­ 
tate* to emplov them. And in general, hunters sup­ 
port the laws! both in their strictness and m their 
enforcement, because they know that their sport de­ 
pends upon the wise conserv ation of animal re­ 
sources. 
It is ironic, though, that the law seems to do more 
to protect animals than it does to protect people. 
In some circumstances, y ou can act? fU^ 
more trouble on >our hands if y ou kill Fai??^r 
Brown’s cow than if y ou kill Farmer Brown him­ 
self.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
Newly elected members of 
Cong ress may be happy to 
find out about a cash 
01 carry 
system for their stationery al­ 
lowance. 
The allowance 
tor House 
members was uppea from $3.- 
500 to $4.230 a year just be­ 
fore the last session of Con­ 
g ress 
adjourned. 
But 
the 
amount is not as interesting 
as the way the money is han­ 
dled. 
Starting with the first day 
of the session Jan. 3, the $4.- 
250 allowance will be credited 
to each cong ressman at the 
House stationery' 
store —a 
shop just like any other ex­ 
cept that the prices are lower 
and only cong ressmen 
and 
their staffs can buy. 
And 
there are no sales taxes. 
Cong ressmen 
can 
carry 
awav from the store free sta­ 
tioner.' supplies for their of­ 
fices up to the amount of the 
allowance. Or they can draw 
all or part of the allowance in 
cash —no questions asked. 
The assumption is that if a 
cong ressman 
doesn't 
like 
what he can g et from the 
House store —and he can g et 
ev erything 
trom 
personal, 
custom-made letterhead sta­ 
tioner- to desk pens and pa­ 
per clips — he can draw the 
cash and buy elsewhere. 
If he went elsewhere he’d 
hav e to pay more because the 
price of office supplies in the 
House store is the lowest in 
the nation, furnished at what 
is known as g ov ernment cost. 
If the cong ressman doesn’t 
like some particular item he 
can hav e the store order a 
different brand, so long as it 
has to do with his office. 
A few years ag o. one con­ 
g ressman had the stationery' 
store buy automobile tires for 
him from his stationery allo­ 
wance. 
saying 
he 
needed 
them to g et around to his con­ 
stituents. That isn’t done any­ 
more, but there is nothing to 
stop 
a 
cong ressman 
from 
drawing the cash to buy tires 
at reg ular commercial estab­ 
lishments under the carry- 
cash prov ision. 
Another fring e benefit for 
members 
is 
the 
free 
trip 
home. 
There was a time when 
Cong ress merely paid to g et 
the coneres-men to Washing ­ 
ton tor a session and then 
send them back when the ses­ 
sion was ov er Now, howev er, 
it’s felt important tor the law­ 
makers to keep m touch. And 
just before the last session 
ended, the House raised the 
free trav el allowance for con­ 
g ressmen from 26 to 38 round 
trips ev ery two-year period. 
That would permit the con­ 
g ressman to make just about 
one free trip home ev ery two 
weeks. The 
v eterans, how­ 
ev er, use few of the free trips 
the first year, sav ing them in­ 
stead for the second year 
when they face re-election. 
The House also upped the 
trav el allowance for employes 
of 
cong ressmen. 
Formerly, 
House staffers were allowed 
up to four free round trips to 
the 
members’ 
district 
per 
c on g r e s s . That has been 
raised to six starting with the 
next Cong ress.

Cola is raising a priv ate war 
chest to preserv e its franchise 
system, which 
antitrust ex­ 
perts claim costs the con­ 
sumers an extra nickel for 
ev ery bottle of Coke. 
T h e 
franchise 
system, 
which g rants exclusiv e terri­ 
tories to bottlers and permits 
them to set prices 
within 
their own territories, is under 
fire from the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
The arrang ement curtails 
competition with the exclusiv e 
territories and allows bottlers 
to peg Coke priced at an arti­ 
ficial lev el. This is v iewed as 
an antitrust v iolation by the 
FTC, which has filed suit. 
1 he outcome will also affect 
other soft-drink bottlers who 
operate under a similar fran­ 
chise system. These fanchises 
cost the consumers an esti­ 
mated $1.5 billion a year in 
inflated prices. 
The Coca Cola crowd don’t 
intend to g iv e up their extra 
nickel a bottle without 
a fig ht. 
In 1971-72 they collected a 
$28 0,000 slush fund from the 
bottlers to fig ht the FTC. Now 
the bottlers are g etting up 
another pot for 1973. 
In 
a 
confidential 
memo, 
the Coca Cola Bottlers’ Asso­ 
ciation has assessed all its 
bottlers from $50 to $1.000 to 
build up the “Franchise De­ 
fense Fund.’’ 
The money, says the memo, 
will be used “to continue the 
all-out fig ht to preserv e our 
present franchise system at 
the Federal Trade Commis­ 
s i o n 
l e v e l and 
in 
the 
courts . . . ” The bottlers are 
called upon to uncap their 
treasuries and “pay promptly 
since funds are needed now .' 
The proceeds will g o larg e­ 
ly to lobbyists and lawyers, 
who not only are battling the 
FTC in the courts but appeal­ 
ing ov er its head to Cong ress. 
They hav e already lined up 


some 40 Senators and 240 
Cong ressmen who are willing 
to exempt ^oft-drink bottlers 
from the antitrust laws—no 
nuuL-r what it will cost the 
consumers. 
The leg islators claim they 
merely want to protect small 
businessmen. The truth is, of 
course, that Coke controls 42 
percent of the soft-drink mar­ 
ket, and soft drinks hav e re­ 
placed coffee as the national 
bev erag e. 
Among the “small business­ 
men” in the bottling business 
are 
Westing house 
Electric, 
General 
Tire 
and 
Rubber, 
General Cinema, Illinois Cen­ 
tral Industries and other cor­ 
porate g iants. 
Footnote: Senate Antitrust 
Chairman Phil Hart, D-Mich., 
who 
discov ered 
that 
con­ 
g lomerates are mov ing into 
the bottling business, has cal­ 
led for more testimony during 
the next session. 
But sadly 
he has found that some small 
bottlers are willing to talk to 
his staff but unwilling to tes­ 
tify. They fear retaliation from 
corporate headquarters. 


Federal Manna 
All across the country, im­ 
pov erished mayors are sali­ 
v ating ov er their first federal 
r e v e n u e-sharing 
checks, 
which the Treasury Depart­ 
ment will start mailing out 
next month. 
But the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors has warned them, 
please, not to rush out and 
buy 
a limousine with their 
new federal money. 
In a priv ate memo, the U.S. 
Conference cautions its 750 
mayor-members: “The media 
is now with us, and we must 
not lose their present support. 
The first story’ reporting a 
local official buying a new li­ 
mousine and hiring a chauf­ 
feur with federal g eneral rev ­ 
enue sharing would g iv e the 
cities a black eye and per­ 
haps cause eiforts to renew 


the prog ram to go down the 
drain.” 
The memo also warns that 
“a number of national citi­ 
zens g roups hav e already in­ 
dicated their plans to monitor 
the prog ram on a national 
scale. No doubt, some cities 
will find local citizens g roups 
e m e r g i n g 
to 
do 
the 
same . . . ” 
But ev en more important, 
says the memo, cong ressional 
scrutiny will be close. “V« e 
remind you that the powerful 
Appropriations Committees in 
both Houses strong ly objects 
to the funding mechanism of 
this leg islation and soug ht to 
kill the prog ram on many oc­ 
casions. These two powerful 
Committees 
hav e 
not 
had 
their last word on this pro­ 
g ram.” 
The memo didn’t mention 
it. but we also will be watch­ 
ing how the money is spent. 
Smithsonian Ex pose 
T h e new “Smithsonian” 
mag azine features an eig ht- 
pag e article on Yankee sculp­ 
tor Hiram Powers. Its author 
is Robert Hilton Simmons, 
identified in “Smithsonian’s” 
blurb as “currently preparing 
a book on federal art pro­ 
g rams.” 
What neither the Smithso­ 
nian nor its autocratic secret­ 
ary, Dillon Ripley, may know 
is that Simmons’ book is ac­ 
tually a biting , personal ex­ 
pose of Ripley himself and his 
manag ement of Smithsonian 
funds. 
Moreov er, 
the 
ing ­ 
enious Simmons has financed 
the research for his anti-Ripl­ 
ey book throug h the sale of a 
fine Japanese painting to one 
of Ripley’s museums. 
Not only has Simmons writ­ 
ten ag ainst Ripley, but he has 
testified in Cong ress ag ainst 
what he calls Smithsonian fi­ 
nancial 
irreg ularities. 
This 
has ig nited a General 
Ac­ 
counting Office probe 
into 
Ripley’s handling of the mu 
seums. 


WASHINGTON - The news 
from inside South Vietnam 
seems to indicate that, unless 
North Vietnam ag rees to take 
all its forces out of South 
Vietnam, the war will not be 
ended. For ev en if a cease­ 
fire is arrang ed, prisoners 
ara released and American 
troops are withdrawn, there 
is no document thus far which 
assures South Vietnam that it 
will not be taken ov er by the 
communists. 


The United States mig ht de­ 
cide to pull out of Vietnam 
entirely and leav e it to the 
Vietnamization 
prog ram 
to 
deal with the situation that 
mig ht follow. But it is not 
certain North Vietnam will 
g iv e a pledg e that its troops 
will return home or that it 
will not interfere with the 
g ov erning of South Vietnam. 
There has been talk of a 
“ coalition” 
g ov ernment 
in 
which presumably the Viet 
Cong would participate. No 
g uarantees 
hav e 
been 
fur­ 
nished that would allow South 
Vietnam to operate as an in­ 
dependent entity. 
The South Vietnamese insist 
that North Vietnamese forces 
should leav e the south and 
that this should be stipulated 
in any ag reement. President 
Nixon has sent his adv iser. 
Dr. Henry Kissing er, to Paris 
to try to reconcile the differ­ 
ences between 
Saig on 
and 
Hanoi. But the real story is in 
South Vietnam, where Presi­ 
dent Ng uyen Van Thieu has 
been g aining popularity. Ev en 
if he should resig n tomorrow, 
his successor would take the 
same attitude and decline to 
be a party to any settlement 
which does not preserv e the 
independence of South Viet­ 
nam. 
In fact,

The people of both North 
and South Vietnam would like 
to hav e peace. The desire is 
readily recog nized by those 
wrho hav e surv eyed the situa­ 
tion. Hanoi could bring about 
an end to the war by pledg ing 
that the rig hts of South Viet­ 
nam as a nation will be res­ 
pected. The United States is 
ready to assist both countries 
on the economic side and to 
help rebuild an area that has 


been badly damag ed by t 
war. 
The truth is President Nr 
on will hav e to take a sta 
on the crucial questions thi 
may arise. Will the Unit 
States g o back into Vietna 
if the communists attempt 
take ov er territory in t 
south despite international 
perv ision? Will 
the Unite 
N a t i on s interv ene? Wha 
steps 
can 
prev ent 
anothe 
long war?

about the outlook. Presiden 
Thieu says he is willing t' 
resig n as soon as a satr

North Vietnam. The leg isla| 
tiv e body in Saig on can hoi 
elections and put into office 
new' set of leaders, but it 
deemed 
essential 
that 
North Vietnamese forces firs 
leav e the territory of Sou' 
Vietnam. 
Currently there 
are effort 
to bring the neg otiations i 
ParN to a successful stag e s 
that a document acceptable to! 
all parties can be sig ned 
Once this is done, there could 
be peace in Indo-China. But if 
the “political settlement” is 
left open as something to be 
worked out after the priso­ 
ners hav e been released and 
American troops hav e been 
withdrawn, there will be 
a 
risk of further hostilities. This 
can be av oided only if Hanoi 
promises clearly and expli­ 
citly to bring its troops home 
and not to interfere with the 
internal affairs of South Viet­ 
nam. 
Persons who hav e v isited 
North and South Vietnam be­ 
liev e that the people on both 
sides want the war ended 
and 
are impatient ov er what they 
think is a quibbling process in 
Paris. The Senate in South 
Vietnam’s leg islature went so 
far as to pass a resolution in­ 
sisting that all North Vietna­ 
mese forces must be with 
drawn to the north and the 
demilitarized zone respected 
It called also for the rig ht of 
self - determination for the 
S ou t h Vietnamese. Plainly 
they feel that North Vietnam 
oug ht to cease the inv asion 
that has cost so many 
liv es 
during the last sev eral y ears 
The United States will ev en­ 
tually be withdrawing 
all its 
troops. But the South 
Vietna­ 
mese are hoping that Ameri­ 
ca will remain their friend 
and keep North Vietnam 
from 
taking away sov ereig n rights. 
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A v oting booth is the one 
place where- you don't hav e to 
exercise the influence of the 
other fellow’s conv ictions.

Catho lic bisho ps, the Vatican 
acted first and then the army 
mo v ed. 
Po pe Pius XII ex co mmuni­ 
cated Pero n. An initial nav y 
effo rt to o ust him failed, but 
o n Sept. 16, 19 5 5 , he fled to 
neighbo ring Paraguay under 
threat o f his o wn nav al co m­ 
mander to shell the presiden­ 
tial palace. 
His regime fell o ne mo nth 


sho rt o f its 10th anniv ersary . 
Three weeks later Pero n o b+ 
serv ed his 60th birthday hi 
ex ile in the Paraguay an ca- 
pitl o f Asuncio n. 


Fro m Paraguay , Pero n be­ 
gan a jo urney in ex ile that 
carried him o n to Venezuela, 
the Do minican Republic and 
Panama befo re he finally set­ 
tled in Spain in 19 60. While in 
Panama he met an Argentine 
dancer perfo rming in a night 
club there, and Isabel Marti­ 
nez, 2 8 , becme his third wife 
in a 19 61 ceremo ny in Madrid;

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
erect man with one of the 
most looked at heads in poli­ 
tical conv ention h i s t or y — 
ry —towering bald and busy at 
altitude 6 feet 2V2 abov e hun­ 
dreds of floor strategy hud­ 
dles—is mellow of spirit at 
age four score and four, but 
sharp with an acuity honed 
by decades of Democratic 
politicking. 
At age 12, in 1900, James A. 
Farley stood at a campaign 
train and listened to William 
J ennings Bry an tell the folks 
of Hav erstraw, N.Y., and en­ 
v irons how the Democrats 
meant to win. It was his first 
ex plosure to a presidential' 
nominee. Bry an lost. 
T h e ex posure 
intensified 
from 1924 to 196 8 as a delegate 
to 12 straight Democratic Na­ 
tional conv entions. This y ear, 
his name was nev er pre­ 
sented for his customary role 
of delegate-at-large from New 
Ydrk. 
At ages 4 4 and 4 8, Farley 
masterminded 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosev elt’s first two presiden­ 
tial v ictories. 
At age 84 , last May , in a 
birthday interv iew he 
said 
that if the Democrats nomi­ 
nated George S. McGov ern in 
J uly they would suffer their 
“ 
w or s t defeat since A1 
Smith’s defeat by Herbert 
Hoov er in 1928.” Smith got 87 
electoral v otes, Hoov er 4 4 4 . 
On Nov . 7 , McGov ern got 17 
electoral v otes, President Ni­ 
x on 521. 
The conv ention itself left 
Farley more conv inced than 
he had been two months be­ 
fore. But he said nothing pub­ 
licly during the campaign. 
No Chance 
“ From the time the con­ 


v ention started, the manner 
in which McGov ern and his 
staff acted the arrogant man­ 
ner in which they handled or 
attempted to handle or failed 
to handle the other delegates 
that were not instructed for 
McGov ern brought about a 
feeling of dissatisfaction that 
grew. When it was ov er, there 
was no doubt in my mind that 
he did not hav e a chance to 
be elected.” 
The man who was known as 
“ Mr. Democrat” for four de­ 
cades a tower of strength to 
his party and a legend among 
« politicians, was 
interv iewed 
at his desk on the job as 
board chairman of Coca-Cola 
Ex port Corp. He had a mild 
heart attack in March but 
now 
say s 
‘‘I 
feel 
Pre^ 
good.” He has slimmed down 
from 204 pounds to 187 . 
He’s conv inced that “ There 
isn’t any question’ but that 
the 
Democrats 
can 
come 
back 
and 
win 
the 
White 
House in 
1976 —with a big 
b oos t from the domestic 
troubles he is sure Nix on is 
going to hav e—if they get 
busy and reorganize the par­ 


ty - 
“ The first thing they hav e 
to do is rev ise the national 
committee 
rules 
that 
pre­ 
v ented many regular Demo­ 
crats who ordinarily went to 
the 
conv entions, 
influential 
men and women who helped 
the party down through the 
y e a r s , from being dele­ 
gates—denied 
them 
the 
right,” he said 


“I don’t think there is any 
question that the Democratic 
leaders around the country 
lost all confidence in the di­ 
rection of the national com­ 
mittee under the chairman­ 
ship of Jean Westwood. I’m 
sure that the leaders gener­ 
ally also had no confidence in 
the staff operating under Mrs. 
Westwood. 
“There isn’t any doub t, in 
my judgment, that the b est 
interest of the party is that a 
new chairman sooner or later 
should b e selected and that 
they should start reorganizing 
the party under new leader­ 
ship. 
“I might as well say that. 
What the hell—I have no axes 
to grind or amb itions to satis­ 
fy . I’m not in politics. Com­ 
pletely out of it. 
“ T h e r e are not many 
people in pub lic life 
who 
would want to indicate that 
she should retire. But I’m not 
in pub lic life — b ut as a for­ 
mer chairman of the national 
committee, and active 
for 
over 45 y ears in the Demo­ 
cratic Party , I speak as a 
Democrat interested in the 
party and its success. And I 
speak as an individual. 
“I say that she ought to re- 
ture or b e retired as graceful­ 
ly , as possib le.” 
Mrs. Westwood, appointed 
b y Sen. McGovern and a sy m­ 
b ol of his ideas and meth­ 
odology , has said she does not 
intend to b e deposed. The 
control of the party structure 
will b e a b attle in the nation­ 


al committee meeting on Dec. 
9. 
What, Farley was asked, 
went b asically wrong with 
McGovern? 
“Well, in some respects he 
acted to me like a man that 
was naive. A man who’d b een 
elected to pub lic office in his 
own 
state, 
I 
would 
have 
thought he would have shown 
more judgment, 
leadership. 
And he — I don’t know whe­ 
ther he listens to every b ody 
or not — b ut the thing that I 
think hurt him more than 
any thing else was the shifting 
of his views. That showed 
a 
lack of credib ility that scared 
people. 
“His welfare stand I think 
also scared people figuring 
welfare of course is complete­ 
ly out of hand now and would 
get worse under his leader­ 
ship.” 
Was McGovern’s philosophy 
his ideology , off the b eam o 
the American voter? 
“It was this y ear. Com­ 
pletely . In addition I think 
there 
was 
a 
conservative 
trend b ecause of the Vietnam 
war and the other govern­ 
ment expenses risen so high; 
I think the voters were af­ 
raid to take a chance. I m 
sure millions of Democrats 
who voted for Nixon didn’t 
vote b ecause they wanted him 
for president — b ut they pre­ 
ferred him as the lesser of 
two evils. Isn’t any doub t 
ab out that. 
“Another thing they 
did 
down there at the convention 


hardly any mention was giv en 
the name of Ly ndon J ohnson, 
who in my judgment was res­ 
ponsible for more legislation 
that helped more elements of 
the population than any presi­ 
dent in history — his civ il 
rights activ ities, taking care 
of minority groups. 
“ And then another thing 
about McGov ern. In 194 8 he 
supported 
Henry 
Wallace 
against 
President 
Truman. 
And that was resented by 
many friends of Truman, who 
is looked upon as one of the 
great presidents.” 


Who are the other great 
presidents of all time? 
“ 1*11 say that Truman will 
be among the six great ones. 
Listed in the following order, 
if y ou want them: Washing­ 
ton, J efferson, J ackson, Lin­ 
coln, Franklin Roosev elt, and 
Truman. You see, y ou ca nt 
put him ahead of Roosev elt - 
see? But matter of fact, Tru­ 
man did a hell of a great 
job.” 
Big J im was silent a mo­ 
ment and then grinned: “ As 
y ou may note, I’m partial to 
Democrats.”
